■Washington, Feb. 1. — The new treaty 
relative to the Alaskan boundary was 
8ont to the senate io-day, i^everal sen- 
ators Baid that the Alaska treaty settled 
none of the real questions at issue, and 
that it simply provided foi acommiBSioii 
to determine an astronomical line, a line 
of longitude, wliicli might be found hj 
coiuiietoiit Burveyorj. As to what is tlie 
shore line and other qiieations of the dis- 
pute, they will remain undetermined 
until lifter the coniniisaion provided for 
in tlie present treaty has concluded its 
duties.

Ld.ndon, Feb. 1.— Hon. Mr. Chamber- 
lain re])lyiiig in the House of Commons 
to iMr, J. F. Ilogan, auti-raniellite, 
promised to consider a suggestion to 
prolit by the presence in (Jreat Britain 
ol the Colonial premiers upon the occa- 
sion of the celebration of the Queen's 
Diamond .Tuhilee, by lioldiug an im- 
])erial confureuce for the discuasion of 
colonial (juestions, with a view to com- 
pleting work begun by conference at 
Ottawa Boiijo tiiiic ago, and in Loudon 
recently. 

The House of Commons to-day dis- 
cussed a resolution of lit, Hon." A.J. 
Balfour, first'lord of tlie treasury, j)ro- 
viiling for state atd for voluntary school 3. 
The ])lnn proposed is that tiie scliools 
should he relieved from local rates 11 nd 
aided by grants of live shillings for each 
child, which is equivalent to a yeaily 
grant of £016,600, 

A Siamese made an attack upon Herr 
Kampormaan , German minister to Siain, 
at Bangkok yesterday and for a time the 
police were powerless to check the dis- 
order. An American engineer named 
Uennctt placed himself at the liead of 
the police and rallied them to another 
etVort to disperse the mob, which was 
uccessful and the German miaister was 
rescued. 

The French chamber of deputies has 
adopted the article of the sugar bill Qs- 
ing a surtax of nine francs on imports of 
raw sugar and ten francs on refined 
sugar. 

Three Uruguayan generals have been 
imprisoned for attending a meeting hos- 
tile to tlie government. 

Considerable uneasiness has been 
caused in St. Petersburg by a telegram 
received from the Agence liusso to the 
eU'eet that forty English warships, in- 
eludiiig eleven of the iirst-claijs battle- 
ships, are hovering between Besikn bay 
' tlic Dardanelles. The matter issaid 
to he likely to receive special attention 
at the meeting of Count Muriivielf, the 
Russian foreign ininister, with President 
Faure ol France. 

Le Journal de Eruxelles officially de- 
nies the reported elopement of I'rincess 
F/onise, daughter of King Leopold of 
'Belgium and "wife of Prince Philippe of 
SaxerCkiburg and Clotha, brother of 
Prince Ferdinand of Bulgaria. It was 
asserted that Princess Louise had disap- 
peared with BB Austrian captain of Hus- 
sars. Official announcement'ia mado to 
the elTect that Prince Philipo and Prin- 
ess Louise, his wife, are nowresiding at 
Vienna. 

Sir Thomas Spencer Wells, Bart., 
M.D., is dead. .Sir Thomas Spencer 
Wells was the oldest son ol late iMr. 
Well, of >St. Albans, Hcreforilshire, his 
mother being a daughter of the late Mr. 
Wright, of Richmond, Surrey. He was 
born in 1818, at St. Albans, and edu- 
cated at Trinity college, Dublin. 

After adopting to-day thearticleof the 
sugar bill ftxing a surtax on sugar im- 
ports, the French chamber of deputies 
adopted a clause authorizing the gov- 
eriurieiU lo abolish bounties paid when- 
ever foreign countries agree to arrange 
for a similar reduction or abolition of 
the bonuses paid on sugar ])roduction. 

A disinttch to the Times from Alliens 
conlirms the reports of conllicts between 
Christians and Jlohamedans in the 
Heraklioii d istrict of Crete. Additional 
advices received by the Times are to the 
ellect thai the village of Galata has been 
burned and several inhabitants killed. 
Both sides, Christiana as well as Moham- 
medane, appear to have suffered from 
these recent disorders. Among those 
known to have been murdered is Mar- 
koulakis Pasha, a Cretan judge. Armed 
bands of Mussulmans still roam over the 
island, however, and the ChriatiatiH luive 
occupieil and fortilied their important 
1) laces. 

The Paris correspondent of the Stand- 
ard learns from private sources that 
great alarm is fell in Constantinople in 
conse<|UOiH:c of the approaching liania- 
dain, the great annual feiist of the Mo- 
hamedaiiH. Towlik Pasha, the Turkish 
ininister of foreign allairs, has moved his 
family to a place of safety, and it is ro- 
(lortoil that all of the wealtliiest Turks 
are preparing to imitate his example. 

The I)aily Chronicle says that Hon. 
Thomas Bayard, the U, 8. ambassador, 
is confined to his home with a severe 
cold, f^ord Salisbury has accepted an 
invitalioii to a dinner to he given by the 
Prince of Wales, and the Queen has 
commanded Mr, and Mrs. Bayard to 
diiio with her upon her return to Wind- 
sor Castle. 

The Homo correapoiident of the Uaily 
News snya that as a result of negotia- 
tions with England for the cessation ol 
Italian possessions in northeastern 
Africa to Egypt it has been agreed that 
Italy is to temporarily retain Kassala. 

The result of the election held in for- 
farshire, Scolland, on Saturday for mem- 
ber of purliaiuent to succeed Mr. J. M. 
White, iJberal, wlio recently resigned 
bis seat, was tiii.' election of Capt. Sin- 
clair, Liberal, until recently on the 
stafT of the Farl of Aberdeen, Governoi-- 
General of Canada. The i)olling was; 
Captain Sinclair, ."),'12;5 ; C. iVI. Ramsey, 
Conservative, -l,l)(ir); Liberal miijority, 
-IfiS. At the last election, Mr. White, 
Liberal, polled b.lh':) votes against 4,718 ; 
I^ibcral majority, 1-11, showing again 01 
17 votes for the Liberals. 

Thirty representatives of 151 sugar fac- 
tories, in a convention held in Berlin, 
have formed a trust, to be known as the 
German Sugar Syndicate. 

Bishop Keane, formerly rector of the 
Catholic University at Washington, D. 
C, and recently appointed assistant 
bishop at the pontifical throne, baa been 
appointed canon of St. John'e Lateran, 



Rome. It is rumored Cardinal Satolli 
will be appointed prefect of the propa- 
ganda, replacing Cardinal Lndochowsky. 

Mrs. Carew, who has been on trial in 
Yokohama since Jan, 6, charged with 
causing the death of her husband, Wal- 
ter Raymond Hallowell Carew, secretary 
of the Yokohama United Club, by the 
administration of arsenic, has been found 
guilty iind been sentenced to death. The 
prosecution of Mary Jacobs, the nursery 
governess, arrested on Jan. 10, on sus- 
picion of being the myaterious veiled 
woman who figured in the case, has 
been dropped. 

Two separate attempts were made near 
Ivingston, Jamaica, to damage a train by 
the use of explosives. One exiilosion 
did occur, but only elight damage was 
done. Ttiis led to a search be- 
ing mado along the line, 
which resulted in the discovery 
near the rails of a largo canister of ex- 
plosives. The trouble seems to have 
arisen from the discharge of some em- 
ployes of the railroad. Anonymous 
threats have reached newspapers, re- 
cently, intimating that something seri- 
ous would happen unless the leading of- 
ficials of the road were dismissed. 

A report from Fraunleld, Switzerland, 
announces the death at that place of M. 
Martini, inventor of the Martini rifle. 

A dispatch to the Daily News from 
Athens says that Crete is manifestly on 
the verge of a freah insurrection.

MBITRiTION TREiTY. 



Comments of the English News- 
papers Upon the Prospects 
of Its Adoption. 



Disappointment Expected in View 
of McKinley's Silence and the 
Senate's Attitude. 



LoNDONi Feb. S.^Commenting editor- 
ially upon the Anglo-American arbitra- 
tion treaty and the prospects of its adop- 
tion by the senate of the United States, 
the Times this raorningsays : " It would 
not lie civil to associate ourselves with 
the vigorous language employed by the 
New York papers with reference to the 
treaty, as amended by the foreign affairs 
committee of the senate of thej United 
States, but few Englishmen, however, 
will care to dissent from the substance of 
their remarks. Our faith in tjie senate 
has been sorely tried of late 
years, i^nd should they suc- 
ceetl in replacing this treaty by an 
empty sham it would bo all the more to 
be regretted becau;'e it would retard the 
general adoption throughout the world 
of the principle of arbitration. Perhaps 
Lord Salisbury will be willing to ratify a 
mere abortive agreement, but we fear 
for the result despite the belief of the 
people of the two countries in the policy 
of arbitialion and the general desire for 
a treaty of this character. In the face 
of the silence of President-elect McKin- 
ley we must prepare ourselves fordiaap- 
()ointment and for either a sham treaty 
or none." _ 

Commenting upon the cabled state- 
ment of its Washington correspondent 
to the ell'ect that there is no hope that 
the Anglo-Ainei'ican arbitration treaty 
will be ratified by the 11. S. senate, the 
Daily Chronicle this morning charncter- 
i/.es the action of the senators as a 
"great wickedness." Continuing its 
comment the Chronicle says : " We arc 
sure that all good men in America as 
elsewhere who are not blinded by irra- 
tional hatred will stand staunchly by 
President Cleveland and the treaty." 

The afternoon newspapers of London 
generally express great disappointment 
at the proposed amendments to the ar- 
bitration treaty, and the Westminster 
Gazette hopes that public opinion in the 
United States will make itself felt before 
the senate acts upon the report of its 
committee on foreign relations. 

The Pall Mall Gazette says: "The 
cotninittee is doing its best to make 
away with the treaty. It has not dared 
to brave public opinion by absolutely 
withhol ling its approval, but it has left 
it valueless." 

The Globe remarks that the amend- 
ment exclude!' every question of real im- 
portance and leaves the treaty meaning- 
less. The most dignified course for the 
senate to pursue would be to declare that 
tiie treaty had become worse than use- 
less and decline to ratify it. The (ilobe 
adds: "Not many tears will boshed 
over its fate, in spite of the premature 
cockcrowing." 



(From Our Own Correspondent.) 
OrrAWA, Fob, 1.— The Countess of 
.Aberdeen to-night explained to the press 
representatives her scheme for establish- 
ing the Victorian order of Homo Help- 
ers. She states that in instituting a 
nursing order to bear the queen's name 
it was not intended to interfere with any 
established organization in the citiea 
and towns. A pulilic meeting will bo 
held in Ottawa next week in order to 
place the order on a firm footing. 

The tariff committee of the govern- 
ment will leave for Winnipeg on Sat- 
urday. 

Now that Hon. Mr. Lanrier has been 
invited to go to England in .Tune the 
general impression is that the session of 
parliament will be short, that the gov- 
ernment will drop most of its measures 
except the tariff and bills to amend the 
civil service act and superannuation. In 
1.S93 the Liberals acted very courteously 
in iiermilting the business of parliament 
to go ttirougli rapidly toenable Sir John 
Thompson to get away to Paris in con- 
nection with the Behring Sea arlfltra- 
tion, and with mutual concessions on 
both sides there should be no difliculty 
in Mr. Laurier getting away in June, 
this year. 

The Dominion Rifle Association will 
hold its annual meeting here on March 
31, and the Dominion .-Vrtillery Associa- 
tion will assemble next day. 



SPREADEAGLEISM. 

A Meeting In Boston Beards the British Lion 
and Wants Another "Tea Party." 

Boston, Feb. L— A protest against the 
excessive taxation in Ireland and the 
adoption of resolutions in favor of hav- 
ing the report of the royal commission 
on British financial relations carried into 
elVecl, were the principal features of a 
mass-meeting which crowded Faiieuil 
hall here to-night. The speakers in- 
cluded ,)ohn F. Itolmond, M. P., Mayor 
Bancrott, of Cambridge, liUiner H. Uapen, 
president of Tuft's college and Thos. J. 
Organ. Itichard H. Dana, of Cambridge, 
in calling the meeting to order said that 
127 years ago, his great-great grand- 
father, Richard H. Dana, had pre- 
sided over a meeting of the Sons of Lib- 
erty, to protest against taxation without 
rijpresentation, a movement which end- 
ed with the historic Boston tea-party, 
and he hoped the outcome would he the 
same to Ireland as the rebellion of 1775 
had been to America. 

President Capen, in a rousing speech, 
said he had no doubt that this meeting 
would be criticised and the question 
asked " What right has Boston to med- 
dle with an afl'air which is local between 
Great Britain and one of her dependen- 
cies? " Bv the same right that England 
has to interfere with Turkey in her mur- 
derous outrage and rapine on her Arme- 
nian subjects.

J. T. Coi.bixs, of Salt Spring 
Island, one of those who last week at- 
tended the meetings of the dairymen 
and fruitgrowers, ' is taking a practical 
mcthotl of increasing the dairy industry. 
III! is a skilled dairyman, having in IS'.l-t 
carried off tho uuich prized silvitr iiieilal 
of the British Dairymen's Association. 
Mr. Collins is now erecting a large 
creamery on Salt Spring Island with a 
t apacity ol 200 cows. Already he baa 
been promised the milk of 100 cows, and 
with a herd of his own and the increased 
interest that his enterprise will give to 
dairying on the island, he hopea that be- 
fore" long the 200 will be reached. 
Operations at the creamery begin in the 
early spring, and one object Mr. Collins 
has in view is the making of fancy 
cheeses, such as are brought here now 
from Fastorn Canada and the South. 
For these there ia a good market and 
Mr. Collins is thoroughly posted in tho 
manufacture of the various kinds of 
chciise. Ho ought to do well and will 
no doubt receive the encouragement that 
is due him for opening up a new branch, 
of industry that will tend to help the 
farmer and keep money from going out 
of the province.

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Tail Court Decides Victoria Lumber 
Co. '8 Lands Are Liable to 
Taxation. 



An Iniportaut Judgment Delivered 
Yesterday in Favor of the Gov- 
ernmeut's Contention. 



The judgment given by the Full court 
yeaterday apparently marka the ending, 
in 80 far as the provincial courts are con- 
cerned, of a prolonged legal struggle in 
which the province has been contendiag 
that the lands on Vancouver island rom- 
priacd in the ngroemeat between the E. 
& N. Railway Co., and the Victoria 
Lumber Co., were aubject to taxation ; 
the Victoria Lumber Oo., on the other 
hand maintaining that the lands wore 
not liable to taxation never having been 
alienated by or passed out of the posaes- 
sion of the rallwav company. The Full 
court has now decided that the claim of 
the government is valid, and that the 
company mast pay taxes for the year 
1895 on the lands in tjueation. This 
amounts to aonic $15,000 and with the 
taxes for ISUO tlie aum Involved ia prac- 
tically $oO,UOO. Mr. Justice McCreight's 
judgment was ae follows ; 

Her Majesty the Ciueen, appellant, 
and Victoria Lumber Company, re- 
Bjjondent : 

"Tliis is a case which arises under 47 
Vict. C. 14 No. 51, A.D. 1SS3, Unconsoli- 
dated Statates, intituled " an act re- 
lating to the Island Railway, the Grav- 
ing Doek and Railway Landa of the I'ro- 
vinee." The case stated alleges that on 
the 14th day of January, A.D. 188'.), the 
Ediinimalt and Nanaimo railroad com- 
pany entered into an agreement with 
one John A. Humbird for the sale to 
him of hinds compriaetl in the grant in 
the said agreement. It further adds 
that the above niL-ntioned John A. Ilum- 
Ijird afterwards assigned all his in- 
terest in the above agreement 
to tie respondents, the N'ictoria 
etc., company, and it iippeiird from the 
evidence of E. J. Palmer, the general 
manager and local treasurer of the lum- 
ber cuiupany, that the aasignment from 
Humbird to the lumber company waa 
made with thecoaaentof the railroad com- 
pany. At the beginning of the year the 
question arose as to the liability of the 
lumber company to be assessed for the 
payment of taxea, having regard to the 
provisions of the said railroad act,' and 
it being brought before ilia Honor judge 
Harrison, judge of the Court of Revi- 
sion lorNauaimo, Alberni, Cowichan and 
Coinox, he decided in conformity with 
Victoria lumber company v. tlie (Jueen, 
as reported in ,'! British Ooiumbiu, Re- 
ports 1(>, that the lumber company was 
not liable; but tliere appears to have 
been Bomu mistake in tiie report, 
lor on sending for the note- 
books of two of the judges who sat in 
the Full court in that case, it seems tliat 
tliere waa, practically speaking, no de- 
cision given by the judgos on that occa- 
eion, and this seems to render it un- 
necessary to consider the learned argu- 
ment and the oaaea referred to by Mr. 
Hunter* counsel for the crown, as to the 
extent to which that . decision aa re- 
ported is now binding upon ua, 

'•The (juestioii, then, ia as to the 
me.ining of section 2'i of the said act, 
■wiiich reafls as follows: 'The lands to 
he required by the company from the 
D iininioQ government for the construc- 
tion of the railroiiil shall not bo subject 
to taxation unless and until the 
same are used by the company for other 
than railroad nurposes, or leased, occu- 
pied, sold or alienated.' That is, briefly, 
■whether under the said agreement the 
lands have been leased, occupied, sold or 
alienated. Perhaps it woukl be difiicult 
to conceive a more unmistakeable ex- 
pression of the intention of the legisla- 
ture than is to be found in the above 
words, especially when the previous 
words are taken into account, ' unless 
and until the same are used by the com- 
pany for other than railroad purposes.' 
The legislature, moreover, has repeatedly 
shown in the said Island railroad act 
and in its reference to the 
acts therein referred to (gee the 
Consolidated railroad aot of Canada 
187'J, referretl to ia section 17, and see 
section 7 subiection I! ol the Haid act of 
187'.)) that tlie word ' alienate ' is to have 
a very comprehensive signification, and 
Bee the preamble of the Island rail- 
way act paragraph (IC) referring to 
the Terms of Union, apparently section 
II. The draftsman of the Island rail- 
road act evidently had these measures 
before him aa appeara from hia use of 
the word ' alienated ' in paragraph (B) 
of the preamble, see also sections 5 and 
Oof the Island railroad act, where it ia 
evident the word ' alienate ' was meant 
to iii(diide a great deal more than a mere 
convi^yanee of the fee, and even apecilic- 
ally to i lie hide ' agreement for sale ' see 
aei-'ion (5. 

' 'At pp. 122 and 12.'! of Ilaidcastle on 
Btatutu law, numeroua cases are cited to 
bIiow that woi'ds are to be construed ac- 
cording to the maxim ' ut res magia 
valeat iiuam pereat,' and he (juotea at 
p. 122 K. v. I'.erchet (A.D. Ki.S.S) 1 Show. 
108 the words : ' It ia said to be a known 
rule in the interpretation of statutes that 
fiuch aenae ia to be made unon the whole

as that no clause, sentence or word shall 

prove superfluous, void or insignificant 
if by any other construction they may 
all be made useful and pertinent'; and, 
again, Lortl Holt is quoted at page 122 
as aaylne in Harcourt v. Fox (10913) 1 
Show. 532, ' 1 think wo ahould be very 
hold men when we are entrusted with 
the interpretation of acts of parliimient 
to reject auy words that are sensible in 
an act.' 

" I cannot, therefore, treat the words 
' sell or alienate," in section II of the 
terms of union, or ' sold or alienated,' in 
section 22 of the Island Railroad act, as 
merely equivalent expreaaions, or as 
limited to absolute conveyances, 
especially as to the the word ' alienate,' 
when its collocation with reference to 
the other words is regarded. The words 
' leased, occupied, sold or alienated,' 
when construed according to the author- 
ities, obviously each relate to a diflerent 
subject matter in aecfcion 22, and are not 
to be construed regardless of each other. 

"Lord Herechell, in Colquhoun v 
Brooke, 14 App. Ca., at p. 5, refers to 
the necessity of looking at the whole of 
a statute for the purpose of interpreting 
its terms; and see Endlich, section 25 
and section 10. Turner, L. .1., in 1 Ch. 
App., at pp. 519 and 550, points to the 
duty to construe words in the same sense 
throughout an act of parliament, 

" Lord Cairns, in Hill v. Urook, 42 L. 
J. Chancery, at p. 71G, speaks of the leg- 
islature in that case having provided a 
' dictionary ' for the interpretation of the 
act. Certiunly this remark eaems to ap- 
ply to tie Island Kailroad act, section 
il". of the terms of union, and the Con- 
solidated Railro:uI Act of Canada, A.D. 
1879 ; as I have alreatiy referred to, the 
legislature seems to have treated the 
word 'alienate' as describing a 'genus ' 
containing several 'species,' one of 
which is an ' agreement for sale,' but I 
don't think it ia neceaaary for the gov- 
ernment to invoke this doctrine, for the 
liability of these lands to be assessed 
does not <lepen<l primarily upon section 
22 of the Island Railroad Act but upon 
the Assessment Act, within the scope of 
which tliey unquestionably would have 
come upon conveyance of such lands l)y 
the government of Canada to the E 
S: N. Railroad Comjiany were it not 
for the qualified and temporary immun- 
ity from taxation given by section 22 ; 
but 1 have referred to the point because 
it has beim auggested (3 App. Ca. 478. 
-1 Ajjp. Ca. 202) that ' a taxing act must 
be construeil strictly; you must lind 
words to impose the tax and if words are 
not found which impose the tax it is not 
to be imposed ' ; see caaea cited and the 
remarka of Lord Cairna quoted in Hard- 
castle on Statute Law, p. 132. No|one 
disputes this, but we must look for words 
authorizing the assessment in the gen- 
eral act which deals with the aubject, 
and not to section 22 of the E. A N. Rail- 
road act, whicli merely givea the quali- 
lied or tempory immunity from taxa- 
tion : but at the same time it would not 
be right to overlook another point. It 
was contended by counsel for tlie crown 
that acts creating privileges or monopo- 
lies are strictly construed — quotiug the 
remarka of Strong, C.J., in La Oompag- 
nie, etc., v. Lu Compagnie, etc., 25 Can. 
S. C, pp. 172 and 174. 

"Tins no doubt ia correct and the 
cases in reference to exemptions from 
taxation, and the strict construction 
which they.ought to receive are referred 
to by Taylor, O.J., in the C.P.R. Com- 
pany V. Burnett, 6 Manitoba Reports at 
page 398; but the fallacy of applying 
that doctrine in that case (a case I may 
say very similar in its main fealnies to 
the present) was exposed by that learned 
judge! He points out at page 399 ' that 
the land in question,' taxed by a muni- 
cipality in Jlanitoba as against the Can- 
adian Pacilic Railway Company, ' was 
originally the property of Canada and 
by section 125 of the British North 
America act not liable to taxation, and 
he says the question is, has it ever be- 
come so, not has it, at one time liable to 
taxation, been exempted therefrom.' 

" He then pointa out at page 404 
that Manitoba received from the Do- 
minion legislature an addition ' to her 
territory upon the express condition that 
the existing contract between the Dom- 
inion (jovernment and the tlien owner of 
the land, and the plaintill'd (the Cana- 
dian Pacific Railway Company) that the 
landa granted the latter ahouhi for tsvenly 
years be subject to taxation only in the 
event of their being sold or occujiied, 
was to be res|)ected and acted upoil by 
the province,' and he adds, ' It was in 
the nature of a contract between the 
Dominion and the Province, which could 
he varied only by mutual consent,' and 
ho held, and the other judges held, that 
the jjrovincial legialature could not tax 
the land except in accordance with the 
joint action of the Dominion and Pro- 
vincial legislatures. 

" I have referred to this judgment at 
some length as it seems to liave been 
adopted by the Supreme Cmirl of Can- 
ada us their 'ratio (lecidendi ' in 19 Canada 
S. C. 702 and 70.5. Perusal of the Ehihu- 
malt and Nanaimo Railroad act shows a 
contract between the Dominion and Pro- 
vincial Icgisliitureji, and tliat h-ection 2'2 
couKl not be altered except by mutual 
consent. The lands were not liable to 
taxation whilst in the crown, and upon 
the grant to the Dominion by agreement 
they were made free from aaseaarnent 
except in accordance with section 22, 
and the remark of Taylor, C.J., at p. 
I!!I9 of the report ajiplies. The question 
iH, has it ever been liable to taxa- 
tion, "not has it, at one time liable 
to taxation, been exempted therefrom." 

"This seems to me to dispose of the 
argument tliat section 22 is to be con- 
strueil as an exemption, so that in in- 
terpreting that section we are not 
troubled with the argument as to the 
construction of an exemption on the one 
hand, or aa to whether that section con- 
tains words necessarily imposing a tax 
on the other — a Bubject which falls 
within the scope of the Assessment act 
as I have already pointed out. Section 
22 is then to be construed \>y the ordin- 
ary rules governing the construction of 
acts of parliament, and I think leaves 
the Lumber Company liable to have 
their lands assessed . 

" I will only add with reference to the 
Canadian Pacific Railway v. Burnett 
that it seems the company there made 
an agreement for sale of certain of the 
lands upon certain conditions, and the 
conditions not having been performed, 
the company cancelled the agreement as 
by the terms it was entitled to do. It 
would indeed have been a strong deci- 
eiori to hold that there waa a sale and 
f^ee the remarks of Patterson, .1., at page 
711 of the report in 19 Can. S.C. Rep. 1 
will only add that I think Palmer's evi- 
dence shows the Victoria Lumber Com- 
pany havede facto ' occupied ' the land ; 
no laets have been found, but hia evi- 
dence shows he has mistaken the mean 
ing of ' occupation ' or understood it as a

VANcocvEn, Feb. 1.— The mass meet- 
ing ot citizens in the market hall on Sa- 
turday evening was well attended, iiiul 
the audieuce were unanimous upon the 
aabject of the need for a direct road to 
the Kootenay country. The speakers 
were Messrs. W. J, Bowser, Hewitt lios- 
tock M.l\, K. Miixwell M.P., 11. Mau- 
pherson M.P. P., J. C. McLiigaii, Thoa. 
Forster M.P.P., H, JU'U Irving, D. OJ. 
jVlacDonell and J. H. Brownlee C.K. 
Tbo last niniieii, tlie eugineerfor tlie pro- 
posed road, iiave soniu valuable inforrxia- 
tion in rep;ard to the route, liaviiig just 
returned Iroui liia survey tliroui»li the 
Hope mountains. The resolution, whicli 
was carried unanimously, was an fullovvs : 
*' Wliereas, the, mining ilevelopment 
j^oing on in the southern iind eastern 
part of tliis province has reached eigan- 
tic j)ro])ortion8, new towns have bprung 
up and are springing up every year;

country, and their numbers are increas- 
ing with ansurpassed rapidity, thou- 
eanda of mines hitve ,been located and 
new discoveries made every day, liun- 
dreds of mines are now being developed 
or in operation in the great mining 
catnpa of Fairviuv.', Rock Creek, Camp 
McKinney, 15oundary Creek, Ivettle 
River and Jiaal and West Kootenay ; 
but owing to the lack of railway com- 
ruunicntioii with the coast cities of Brit- 
isli Colli ui hia the development of this 
country is greatly retarded, as the agri- 
cultural lands cannot bo openeii up n>>r 
the enormoua deposits of ores be devel- 
oped without transportation facilities; 

"And whereas the promoters of the 
Vancouver, Victoria Kastern Railway 
it Navigation Company liave applied 
for a charter for a line of raihvav from 
Burrard Inlet, then across and through 
the country before nientioned, to the 
eastern boundary of British Columbia, 
and have proven by competent en- 
gineers who have closely examined the 
proposed route for the jtirpose of con- 
structing a direct line of railway from 
the Coast cities of British Columbia to 
connect with the great mining centres 
before referred to, that the route is 
thoroughly feaalble for a cood commer- 
cial railway of standard guage and easy 
gradients ; 

" And whereaa the said railway will be 
of incalculable benefit to this city and 
in the best interest of the whole prov- 
ince and the Dooiinion at large ; 

" Therefore he it resolved that this 
meeting em phatically urges on the Do- 
minion and Provincial governments that 
a charter be granted and substantial aid 
be given to the aforesaid Vancouver, 
Victoria an<l Eastern Railway and Navi- 
gation Company so as to enable them to 
complete this undertaking at the earliest 
poaaible date, and that copies of this 
icaolution be signed by the cliairniaii 
and secretary and be forwardcil to the 
Dominion and Provincial govern iiieiita 
and to the members reprosentini; tliia 
city and district in the Doiiiinion and 
Provmcial parliaments."

Claim to Be Reimbursed for Violation of 
Terms ot Surrender at Appomatox. 

\y.\sin.voTO.N', Jan. 30 — Rcpreeentativo 
Cox of Tennessee, to-dav introduced a 
bill which calls for an appropriation of 
$2,000,000 to reimburse Confederate sol- 
diers or their heirs for the violation of 
the agreement made wlien Gen, Lee 
surrendered to Gen. Grant in 1806.

It may, per- 
haps, be advisable to restrict to some ex- 
tent the privileges of foreiRners in re- 
gard to taking up mineral claims ; but 
the question has hardly been seriously 
discussed as yet on this side of the 
boundary, although it has received a 
good deal of attention on the other side. 
We do not imagine, however, that under 
any ciroumstancea the British Oolumbia 
government will pursue a policy of cut- 
ting oil" its nose to spite its face. 



ANNEXATION AND RECIPROCITY. 

John Charlton is home from Washing- 
ton. It is announced on behalf of the 

government tliat he was entrusted with 
no miEsion. As for Kdward Farrer, \ve 
arc prepiired to believe without any ofli- 
cial assurance that he was entrusted 
with nothing. Nevertheless Mr. Charl- 
ton's presence in Washington has given 
rise to a great deal of talk on both sides 
of the boundary about reciprocity and 
annexation. We cannot say that we 
like tlu' spirit in which these matters 
are discussed. Annexation is not a live 
issue and is not likely to become one. 
If there is a newspaper in Canada favor- 
able to annexation we have yet to learn 
i:3 name. If there is a public man 
in Canada who desires to see 
the Dominion] annexed to the republic 
he has yet to declare himself. If the 
question were placi'd before the elector- 
ate to-day, or, for that matter, six 
months from now, after the fullest op- 
portunity have been given for discussion, 
we do not believe there is a single polling 
district in the dominion that would not 
})rouounce overwhelmingly against it. 
Holding these views we can only regaid 
with rojsret the disposition manifest in 
certain quarters to create the impression 
that any political party in this country 
favors annexation. The harm done by 
this is that such pretenses are caught up 
by the United States press, and the re- 
sult is that a very large section ot the 
people of that countrj' are led to bel'eve 
t lac thousands of Canadians at heart fa- 
v,)r tlieexchaiigeof the Union, lack for the 
btars and Stripes. We venture to say 
that if all the annesatiouiats in Canada 
ware hived in one ward of the city of 
Toronto they would not be numerous 
eiough to carry it at an election. The 
idea is not likely to receive much en- 
couragement Iroui IMcKinley's secretary 
of state. Senator Sherman. We quote 
his language : 

I hope that our people will be content 
with internal growth and avoid thecoiii- 
j)lii;atioi;s of foreign acquieiiions. A re- 
public should not hold dependent prov- 
inces or possessions. Every now acqui- 
sition will create new embarrassments. 
The union already enjbraces enough dis- 
(•ordant elements without adding others. 
It my life is prolonged I will do all I can 
to add to the strength and prosperity of 
the United States, but notliiuir to extend 
its liinita or to add new iliuigers by the 
acquisition of foreign territory. 

Reciprocity ia anotiier matter. It is 
a live (juestion. The doniinion and the 
republic lire contenuiiious for three 
tliousand miles and have many business 
interests la common. Anything that 
will tend to stimulate trade between 
' them IS worthy of consideration. Mr. 
Laurier said the other day : 

We intend so far as we can to have 
better trade relations with the neigh- 
bor to till' south of us, but if it is expect- 
ed in the I'liitei! States or anywliereelse 
ihat the price we shall have to jjay 
means any hostility to Engloiid, we .sliali 
liave none of it, * * * I do fnrtiier 
believe that when we approach th(5 Unit- 
ed States in that spirit, in no cringing 
8|»irit, in no other Bjiirit but that of self- 
respect and dignity, we shall succeed, 
and if we fail we shall get on by our- 
selves. 

This is the true spirit in which negotia- 
tions for reciprocity should be begun. If 
they cannot be carried out on this line 
they should be immediately discon- 
tinued. Cauada has come through the 
hi.Ht five years of business depression 
better than the Unitei: .States. We 
have more to oiler than to be ollercd in 
any arrangement for reciprocal trade. 
We have a region of boundless undcv 
veloped resources, and our turn has 
come. Canada has come to the begin- 
ning of an era of ])rogress uniirecedented 
in her liistory. (ienuine reciprocity 
would be a very good thing ; but any 
plan will be too dear if purchased by 
concessions for which no equivalent can 
ba given, or by placing ourselves in com- 
mercial antagonism to Great Britain. 



FOREIGNERS AND OUR MINES. 

Somebody has told the Seattle Post- 
latelligeneer that a movement is on foot 
in this province that will crystallize in a 
>jill to be passed at the coming session of 
the legislature to prevent anyone from 
aciiuiring title to a mineral claim in 
ilritish Columbia unles:i he is a British 
tnibject. There may be evidence of sucli 
a movement in Seattle, but we have yet 
to.aee any marked eymptoma of it in 
Victoria. Our cintemporary thinka the 
alleged movement ia partly protective 
aud partly retaliatory in its object, and 
oil the latter aspect of it says : 

On the retaliatory theory tlioro is real- 
ly uotiung to say. We deny Canadians 
jiiiuiog privileges on this side of ithe 
line, and, if ihey desire, they certainly 



Tin: B.C. Mining Journal, referring 
to the intention of a company operating 
in Omenica to send its freight in by way 
of Ashoroft instead of via Hazleton, aays 
the best route to the district in question 
is by way of tiuesnelle, and that if the 
obstructions were removed from the 
cliannel, the Fraser would be navigable 
from Soilii creek to Stuart lake.

Our 
contemporary thinks that the Dominion 
government ought to appropriate a sum 
for the necessary improvements; for it 
believes we are about to see very ' much 
done in the way both of quart/ and 
placer mining in the Omenica in the 
very near future. Wo (juote: "Dig- 
gings that woukl not pay and were aban- 
doned thirty years ago can now be 
worked to advantage. Good-looking 
samples of quartz have been brought 
down from Umenica, and the distance 
and high cost of provisions packed in 
have so far been the only reasons that 
more prospecting has not been done." 



fjAD as is the plague in India it is not 
nearly as terrible as ihe dispatches make 
it appear. The London Times of Janu- 
ary 15 says it has caused the death of 
2,500 people among a population of three- 
quarters of a million in five months, and 
compares it to " a prolonged outljreak 
of scarlet fever or smallpox in a Kuroj)- 
ean capital." The Times regards the 
faiuino as by far the greater danger, 
especially as it will leave an immense 
number of people in a physical condition 
that will make them exceedingly open to 
an attack of the pestilence. It is worthy 
of remark that in 1S30 nearly as many 
people died daily in Bagdad from the 
plague as have fallen victims to it in 
Bombay during the whole period in 
which it has had a foothold there. Tlie 
low death rate is due to improvements 
ill sanitary science, and especially to an 
abundant water supply. 



Tin: Toronto tUobe advances the idea 
that the true method of colonizing Can- 
a ia is not by general advertising, but 
by the personal selection of settlers. It 
tliiaks that canvassers should seek out 
the class of immigrants required and 
that proper attention should be given to 
B jttlers after tlieir arrival. Any system 
of attracting iiniuigration will fail un- 
less the immigrants themselves are satis- 
fied with the country after they get in it. 
We are in considerable doubt as to how 
much it is desirable to coddle immi- 
grants, and have very much more faith 
in the results which will flow from rail- 
way construction and mining deyelop- 
mi'nt than from anything else that can 
ba done. 



The Rossland Miner says that the 
Canadian Pacific, the Great Northern 
and the Northern Pacific are all after 
the Spokane Northern,^ and ai)pear8 
to think that the first named company is 
most likely to get it, although it thinks 
Mr. Corbin will not sell his road " un- 
les.'j he gets a very big price for it in- 
deed." Kumor has it that the Miner is 
to some degree in the confidence of Mr. 
Corbin, which makes what it has to say 
in sni'h a matter the more noteworthy. 
It tells na that the Kootenay is " a coun- 
try of limitless railway iio^ifiiljil it ies in 
the matter of traffic " and that the .Spo- 
kane & Northern is " the most profitable 
per mile of actual road " in America. 



Ml!. SciKii iKi.i), manager of the Bank 
of New JJninsv.ick , in his last rujiort ad- 
vocates a reduction in tlie rate of inter- 
est paid by lianks to be preceded by a 
reduction in the rates paid by the gov- 
ernment postal savings banks. He 
complains of a plethora of money. The 
Montreal Witness says the bankers of 
tjiieliec anil Ontario are confronted by 
the same nroblem. i\Iuc)i of this sur- 
plus capital will be able to find ;)rolit- 
uble enipioyment in tlio West. Last 
spring the disposition in financial cen- 
tres was to regard mining aa only one 
remove above gambling and sometimes 
not often that. Signs of a marked change 
in this respect are now manifest.

Valnablelnforinallott on the Rapidly 
Growingr Importance of Their 
Uineral Besoni'ces, 



Another bulletin^ thd third since bin 
appointment, lias just been iaaued by 
Mr. W. A. Carlyle, provincial mineralo- 
gist. This report is upon the Slocan, 
Nelson and Ainaworth mining districts, 
and the thorougli and practical informa- 
tion it contains makes it most valuable 
not only to the mining engineer but to 
the inveator and prospector. Mr. Car- 
lyle has that rare faculty of presenting 
Bcientifio facts in a form that the ordin- 
ary individual can grasp and compre- 
hend, and for that reaBon his reports are 
bound to be of immense benefit to the 
mining industry of the province. 

In tlio introductory remarks of his 
just isfined report, Mr. Carlyle states 
that " every endeavor was made to visit 
as many as possible of the leading prop- 
erties within the timo available, l)ut 
even then some important mines were 
not seen. In every direction new claims 
were being opened up, but, as seldom 
satisfactory information can be given 
concerning mere prospects, examination 
was mostly confined to those claims on 
which more or less work liad been done 
and on which underground conditions 
could be studied."' 

It is pointed out that tlie mining in- 
dustry of British Columbia, outside of 
the placer ^Id and coal mining, is of 
very recent inception, for until eight or 
nine years ago the great extentof moun- 
tainous country south of the 0. P. R. 
%vas a wilderness, known to but few, and 
it was not till 1890-91 that the silver 
veins on the east of Kootenay lake and' 
Toad mountain (discovered years before 
by men in the Hudson Bay Company's 
employ) began to attract mining men 
from abroad. In spite o( the collapse in 
silver values, nearly $050,000 worth o! 
silver was sent out of Kooienay in IS'J-!, 
and in 1895 the production of tlie diller- 
ent kinds of silver ore increased to over 
.$1,000,000, the production doubling in 
1890. 

'■'Meanwhile," saya the report, "the 
gold-bearing pyrrhotite depoails on Trail 
Creek were being exploited uuder many 
vicissitudes, until the shipments of pay 
ore, in 1894, to the value of $75,000, and 
of nearly ten times this amount, in 1895, 
from the large ore bodies of the Le Soi 
and War Eagle, commanded widespread 
interest by reason of its being Eold on 
and very profitable, and in 1896 has been 
seen a great influx of capital's represen- 
tatives and mining men, who are not 
only securing gold properties, but are 
investing in silver as well. 

" The production of the Kootenay 
inines, when compared with tliat of 
many of the mining centres in other 
countries, will not appear so very large 
to a casual reader, but when all the i^oii- 
ditiona are understood, that an entirely 
new country of large territorial extent is 
being rapidly opened up under diflicalt- 
ies that the supply of needed capital, un- 
til recently, has been meagre, and timt 
in reality nota single mine has had time 
to do sufficient development work to put 
it on a really proper basis for extraction 
of ore and further exploratory work, 
this production will then be seen to in- 
dicate a most flourishing and hopeful 
condition of affairs. 

" Ag to the future there is now no 
doubt but that the numher of pavijiii 
mines and the mine out-put will ate.uli- 
ly increase in the districts to be describ- 
ed, but not with that extravagant rate 
of increase predicted by some — at least 
not until those conditions exist tliat will 
permit the extraction of a much greater 
tonnage of ore. .Such conditions are be- 
ing aujiplied, and judging from the ship- 
ments already made in the new year, 
which exceed those of any previous year 
for the corresponding time, the output 
from Kootenay for 1897 will show a very 
substantial increase. 

" The outlook for the coming year is 
especially bright, as many properties 
are beginning the now year with ore in 
sight, new mines have been added to tlie 
list, very proiiiiaiiig prospects are being 
opened u|), and during IS'J? nearly every 
claim from which ore has been shippei 
in the jiaat, will be on the list of ship- 
pare. There promises to be a steady in 
crease in the amount of the ore extract- 
ed and sold, and in the amount of de 
velopment done, but it is both unwise 
and liurtful to predict very large and 
sudden advances in tlie mineral out-i)ul, 
as it must bo remembered that a greatly 
increased out-put requires also a greatly 
increased amount of underground work, 
unless large bodies of very high grade 
ore are uncovered. Extravagant pro- 
phesies may travel far, and if the actual 
results do not approach the amount thus 
foretold, harm unjustly a mine or dis- 
trict, in which the ]>rogre88 has been 
most favorable and satisfactory, quite 
equal to the expectations of those best 
qualified to know. 

"The Slocan, according to the number 
of its sliipping mines and the amount 
and value of tlie ores sold, now ranks as 
the most nrodiictive mining district in 
the j)rovince, and in point of importance 
is not surpassed by any other. In an 
urea of fifteen by twenty-five miles there 
liave been discovered many veins of 
high grade silver-lead ore, which are be- 
ing developed witli great vigor and suc- 
cess, and among the mining men is 
every feeling of confidence and hoiiefiil- 
ness. This winter nearly fifty of these 
jiroperties are shipping high grade ore 
that yields very piofltable returns, and 
a large number of other claimsaro being 
opened up. 

" So far but comparatively little im- 
ported capital has been expended hei e, 
as in the case of nearly every mine now 
established, sufKcient money has been 
reali'/ed from ore extracted during tle- 
Velopment to pay for more extensive 
workings, new buildings, mills, trails, 
roadSf and also dividends, but more or 
lesa.ca'pital will be required to properly 
open up many other claims on which 
the veins exist, but are not so easily ac- 
cessable as those first discovered. But 
as most of these veins are found along 
the steep mountain sides and can be 
worked by tunnels, and the cost of min- 
ing is low, recjuiring little or no machin- 
ery, capital will be necessary mostly 
when tramways and concentrators are to 
be built, or in some cases for hoiiling 



plants and Duinp's when tunnel sites may 

not bo avaifable. 

"Tlieoutput of tlie Slocanduring 1896 
was 18,215 tons of ore yielding 2,141,088 
ounces of silver and 19,'210,GG0 pounds of 
lead, or an average of 117.4 ounces of sil- 
ver per ton and 52.7 per cent, lead whicli 
would. have a net profit of about if'o |)er 
top, while many carloads were shipped 
»liat J'lsjded from 300 to 400 ounces of 
silver jierloi!. '^^''^ Slocan Star which 
has the largest cluT"- e ore 

yet found in the Slocan soi^. '■''^-^ t,""^ 
of ora'and concentrates during the .'^^^ 
three years wldch returned 912, (>00 
ounces of silver and 13,482,000 pounds of 
lead, and of these amounts 7,000 tons 
yielded 000,000 ounces of silver and 9,- 
000,000 pounds of lead during 1890. 

In the Nelson district the Silver King 
silver-copper mine of tlio Hall Mines 
Co., Ltd., the Poorman and some small 
placer workings have yielded all the pro- 
duction credited to thediatrict, butother 
mines will be added ere long to the liat. 
In the Salmon river country south oi 
Nelson many claims have been staked 
off on gold and silver leads. 

In tbe Ainswoi-th district the output 
for ]S1)G was much lowered by the cessa- 
tion, earlv in the year of mining on 
tlu! Blue Bell iu which it is reported the 
ore lias become rnthcir low grade for jires- 
ent condilioiiB, but in several of the 
other mines west of Ainsworth consider- 
able progress baa been made. 

Comparative statements of the produc- 
tion lor 1895 and 189G of the three min- 
ing divisions dealt with in the report 
are given, the tonnage of ore being the 
net weight (that is with the moisture re- 
moved.) The table represents the 
amount and value of the ore actually 
pai(.l for as per smelter returns:

This gives a total value for the three 
districts of .$2,745, KiO for 1S9I) as against 
$l',o00,229 for the preceding year. 

The number of mines shipping iu the 
three districts in 1890 was: Slocan, 42 ; 
Nelson, 4 ; and Ainsworth, 9 ; the num- 
ber of miners employed totalling 1,550. 

After alluding to the fact that the 
great material advantages of tbe fine 
waterways have singularly favored West 
Kootenay for transportation, Mr. Car- 
lyle says: 

" Tne provincial government lias fol- 
lowed a plan of assisting, as far as pos- 
sible, the building of roiids and trails to 
the various new camps, and though it 
has been impossible to accede to all of 
the many requests for aid where so 
many new parts are being ojiened up by 
fresh discoveries in many dill'erent dir- 
ections, still the assistance given has 
been valuable, and has aided materially 
in the opening up of the country. As 
the government agents, to wliose judg- 
ment the determination and carrying 
on of lliis work is entrusted, are already 
fully employed by their other necessary 
dutiea, It wonld be a good policy 
in the matter of economy and 
more general satisfaction if men could 
be engaged to carefully examine the 
difTerent claims for roads and trails 
and applications for water rights, 
and then to chunHO and lay out 
such as would be u; service to the 
greatest muiiber, and open the 
most country; such men to be 
familiar with this work and alile to 
locate such lines of trails as would liene- 
tit tlio greatest iiuiii ber of mining claims, 
be suitable for the transport down of ore, 
and be extended as further claims^aie 
proved up. The present agents have 
done good work, but they are unable, 
with so much other work demanding 
constant attention, to give that personal 
oversight necessary. It may lKi])pen 
that by special representation a trail 
may be built to a single group of claims, 
while another <iistrict that would be 
much more beijcfited by the oiieniiig of 
a wider field, would be denied, or the 
trail or road would not be built to serve 
as a main outlet, but be deflected to 
favor Bume particular property, instead 
of being located so that many more 
claims could easily connect with it by 
other trails. 

" Well directed assistance in this line 
is money well spent, as the more ac- 
cessible this courilry is made the more 
rapiil will bo its certain development, as 
not only are the prospectors and miners 
better able to reach their finds, and to 
spend the slight capital ntany can coin - 
mandin actual work ontlieirclaims, add- 
ing materially to their value if such work 
shows up favorably, but investors and 
men with capital able to move quickly 
and thorougnly develop these locations 
can reach and examine properties more 
expeditiously and with less difliculty. 
Now that special interent ig aroused and 
capital is here seeking investment, the 
more the country is opened up the more 
raj)id and aubataiitial will be the ad- 
vance." 

While on the subject of transportation 
and communication Mr. Oarlyle touches 
on tlio demand for more railway facili- 
ties, and goes on to say : 

" The ultimate benefit to our country 
and province of some new lines now 
projected, and their own financial suc- 
cess, are, in the judgment of many ac- 
quainted with conditions, assured. 
These new lines, while having engineer- 
inu dilliciilties to overcome, should open 
up a large jiart of the southern part of 
British Columbia now lying .practically 
dormant, and make not only possible 
theilevelo])ment of resources now almost 
iiiaccessahle and valueless, but known to 
exist, and the easy aBseiiibliiig at large 
smelting centres of the different classes 
of ores and fuels, but also the fostering 
of a large demand for agricultural pro- 
duce, for which no better market can be 
founil than in these mining centres. 

"l<"urttie agriculturist or ranciief there 
can be no better market than will be 
found in these mining centres, where 
there is a large consumption of all they 
can produce, and where the best is de- 
manded and readily paid for. With 
good railroad facilities, the Coast will be 
a very favorable ])oint for large smelting 
works, where can bo aseenibled the dif- 
ferent claspca ol inter-llusing ores, iron 
and lime lluxci>,Hud the coke, now being 
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made at the Union collieries at Comox, 
on Vancouver Island, which large and 
prosperous smelting works demand; 
and moreover the refined products, base, 
bullion and matte, by reason of the very 
low ocean freights, will be able to enter 
the other markets of the world, wilhcut 
paying the excessive duties now imposed 
when shipped across ttie line to tbe 
soutii. England is the largest buyer of 
foreign lead, and much of this metal is 
imported into China, Japan, and other 
.\giatic jiorts, and .-Vustralia is exporting 
her desilverised lead to all of these 
buyers." 

The report deals briefly with the geo- 
logical formations and then gives a more 
particular description of the ore and ore 
deposits of the three districts, describing 
each of the many mines visited and the 
work that has been done on them. 

In the Slocan, while most of the veins 
are narrow, varying from two and three 
inches to fifteen and twentyinches, with 
occasional widenings to three or four 
feet of solid ore, tbe richness of the ores 
compensates for this as shown by actual 
smelter returns of the ore, A number 
of those examples are given as: Slocan 
Star, SO to 95 ounces silver per ton and 
70 to 75 per cent, lead; Reco, 8;-i to 730 
ounces silver, 19 to G7 per cent, lead ; 
Two Friends, LM8 to 380 ounces silver, ;i8 
to 5'2 per cent, lead; and many others. 

Jlr. Carlyle advises that it might be 
well to be on the lookout for gold in the 
Slocan, remembering the good values 
found in the galena ores of the Monitor 
mine, which yield from $2 to $14 per ton 
in eold. 

Referring to individual mines in the 
Slocan, it is stated tljat the Slocan Star 
has not only paid a larger amount of di- 
vidends (^500,000) than any other mine 
in the province, apart froth- coal 
or placer mines, but is tbe largest silver- 
lead mine yet developed in the province. 

" From the rival towns of Slocan City 
and Brandon at the foot of tlie lake, 
trails lead oil" to the country drained by 
Ten i\Iile, Springer and Lemon creeks, 
and iu this part of the district many lo- 
cations have been made, some on galena 
veins, but many others on the '"dry ore" 
veins and the gold-bearing quart/, leads, 
all in the fgranite. Much prospecting 
was being done and considerable devel- 
opment work; but as many investors 
have recently been securing bonds and 
options on many locations, the coming 
season promises much greater activity, 
and certainly the careful attention of 
mining men is warranted by tlie very 
favorable results already attained by the 
as yet very small amount of work." 

"Twenty miles aouth of Nakusp, Cari- 
l)oo] creek, on the east side of the river, 
flows into the Columbia at a small set- 
tlement. Burton City. A trail leads 
thence through an area of granite six 
miles to tlu- junction of Mineral creek, 
at a point known as Mineral City, and 
thence trails le.'ui farther on up Cariboo 
creek, crossing over to Snow creek, an ' 
also up both sides of Mineral creek, one 
crossing over the divide to Blue Cironse 
creek. Most of the area is the regular 
Slocan granite, but isolated areas o' 
stratified rocks as slates, etc., can be 
seen, especially up Mineral creek. A 
number of properties are reported to have 
been sold during the past season, and 
much more work will be done this year, 
to prospect many of the claims now lo- 
cated." 

A description of the Nelson mining 
district comes next, with a reference to 
tbe Hull mines smeller, which snielted 
from .Januarv 14, l.'^9(i, to .lanuarv 1, 
IS97, (i0,li02,4'05 jjounds of ore, or liO',!;!! 
tons, and produced (ili"i,iM)0 ounces of sil- 
ver, 57.S. I ounces of gold and )2, 92 
pounds of (H)])per. 

In the .Vinsworth district it is noted 
that " the tich; of prospectors is spread- 
ing over this district, and from the terri- 
tory at the north end of Kootenay lake, 
along the Lardo and Duncan rivers and 
their tributaries, and from Crawford and 
Hooker creeks and White Grouse Moun- 
tain, back from the east shores of the 
lake, came reports of locations of veins 
of high grade ore, while at Ainsworth 
itself new properties are being found and 
opened up. By the way, it will be seen 
that this district embraces a wide terri- 
tory, and that in reality but a small part 
of it has become familiar to the prospec- 
tor or exidorer. With large smelting 
plants in IJritisli Columbia, the demand 
will vastly increase for dry ores, or ore 
carrying a small or no percentage of lead 
to mix with the galena ores; and such 
dry ores as are found at Ainsworth will 
be in special demand and command 
favorable smelting rates when shipped 
in bulk, i. e., not sacked, and there will 
be yet shipped large quantities of low 
gradb ore now not very profitable." 

The report covers altogether 100 pages, 
and gives much information not only of 
the districts, bntof the individual mines, 
and just the sort of information, too, that 
is needed to give a proper idea of the 
districts visited.
